1. PHILIPPINES 

TWO NYC POLICEMEN, WHO MOVED IN TO BREAK UP WHAT THEY 
DESCRIBED AS BRAWL IN FRONT OF PHIL CENTE, EARLY SUN, 

TOUCHED OFF CHAIN REACTION THAT LED THURS TO STRONGLY 
WORDED DIPLO PROTEST BY GOP/PREPARATION OF OFFICIAL APOLOGY 
BY US. ACCORDING PHIL PROTEST, POLICEMEN BROKE INTO CENTER 
UNCLASSIFIED

W/DRAWN GUNS/PISTOL- WHIPPED PHIL SECURITY OFFICER IN WHAT 
PHILS CALLED ' BRUTAL/UNPROVOKED ATTACK" THAT VIOLATED DIPLO 
IMMUNITY OF CONSULATE/UN MISSION. POLICE SAID GUARD WAS 
ONE OF 8 WHO GOT INTO FIGHT/ASSAULTED POLICE WHO TRIED 
BREAK IT UP. THEY SAID OFFICERS DID NOT REALIZE/"COULD NOT 
HAVE POSSIBLY KNOWN" THAT BLDG WAS CONSULATE (THOMAS, NYT). 

IN MANILA, AMEMB SAID USG "DEEPLY REGRETS" INCIDENT. IN 
STATEMENT BROADCAST FROM THAILAND, PHILS FONMIN SAID, 

"WHAT HAPPENED AT THE PHILIPPINE CENTER IS SOMETHING THAT... 
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PHILIPPINES CANNOT OVERLOOK" (REUTER MANILA 6/15). 

2. CHINA/VIETNAM 

TWO CHINESE SHIPS SAILED THURS FOR VN TO PICK UP CHINESE 
RESIDENTS, NCNA REPORTED. SAID VESSELS HEADED FOR HAI- 
PHONG/HCM CITY (REUTER PEKING 6/15). DIR OVERSEAS CHINESE 
AFFAIRS LIAO SAID HE HOPED VIETS WOULD PROVIDE FACILITIES 
FOR SHIPS. HE CHARACTERIZED REFUGEE SITUATION AS GOING 
"FROM BAD TO WORSE" W/NUMBER CLIMBI'G TO 133,000. WP'S 
MATHEWS (HK) REPORTS DIPLOS SEE LITTLE CHANCE OF FULL- 
SCALE MIL CONFLICT BETW 2 COUNTRIES, THO VIETS HAVE MADE 
"UNUSUAL DEFENSE PREPARATIONS” ON COASTLINE/NEAR CHINESE 
BORDER. NOTES VIET PROPAGANDA BROADCASTS HAVE SIGNIFI 
CANTLY DROPPED MANY OF CONCILIATORY STATEMENTS THAT IN 
PAST HELD OUT HOPE FOR RENEWAL CLOSE SINO-VIET TIES. 

OBSERVES LAOS APPEARS TO HAVE BEEN DRAWN IN CONFLICT 
AS WELL. VIET BROADCAST REPORTED COMPLETION OF ONE OF 
SEVERAL HIGHWAYS THAT 18,000 CHINESE TROOPS HAVE BEEN 
CONSTRUCTING IN LAOS/IMPENDING DEPARTURE THOSE WORKING ON 
THAT ROAD-SIGN THAT SRV PRESSURING LAOS CLEAR OUT CHINESE.
